O National Energy Board approves Mackenzie pipeline 
O Watchdog attaches 264 conditions to decision 
O Despite approval, some say project is dead 


The National Energy Board’s approval of 
the long-delayed Mackenzie natural gas 
pipeline has been heralded as both an 
economic boon to the people of the 
North and as an environmental blow to 
the region. 

Northwest Territories Industry Minis¬ 
ter Bob McLeod called the decision “an 
early Christmas present.” 

The lead partner on the project, Im¬ 
perial Oil Ltd., was similarly pleased. 

“It’s a vital step. It’s a significant 
step. It’s a very positive step for the 
project,” said Imperial spokesman Pius 
Rolheiser. 

The proposed 1,220-kilometre 
Mackenzie pipeline would carry natural 
gas from near the coast of the Beaufort 
Sea in the N.W.T. to southern markets. 

In 2007, Imperial estimated the pro¬ 
ject’s cost at $16.2 billion. 

And even with the energy board’s de¬ 
cision, the pipeline’s future is by no 
means certain, since the company has 
said it won’t move on the project until 
at least 2018.

Minister: Headwinds 


Energy Minister Ron Liepert said the 
Mackenzie project would benefit the 
province. 

► The liquids-rich gas would supply Alberta's 
petrochemical industry and keep pipelines 
full, keeping costs down for producers. But 
he acknowledged there are headwinds.

Province shelling 
$1M for MS study 

O Unproven liberation therapy uses angioplasty to open twisted or blocked veins in neck, spine 


The Alberta government 
says it will spend $1 mil¬ 
lion to track results from 
people who have travelled 
out of the country for a 
controversial multiple 
sclerosis treatment not 
currently available in 
Canada. 

Health Minister Gene 
Zwozdesky says the web- 
based study will help de¬ 
termine whether the 
province should proceed 
with a clinical trial of the 
so-called liberation proce¬ 


dure. 

The therapy, first done 
in Italy, remains un¬ 
proven, but that hasn’t 
stopped MS patients from 
having the procedure in 
other countries based on 
anecdotal evidence that it 
helps. 

Zwozdesky says he has 
heard from many people 
who have seen their condi¬ 
tions improve. 

“They would tell you 
about some overwhelm¬ 
ing, immediately positive

results. The question be¬ 
comes, are those results 
long lasting?” he told a 
news conference Thursday. 


“They will tell you, in 
some cases, they weren’t 
able to walk more than a 
block and now they are 
walking up to 30 blocks. 
Again, short term maybe, 
long term hopefully. We’ll 
have to judge that accord¬ 
ingly.” 

There are as many as 
13,000 people in Alberta 
with MS. Neurologist Tom 
Feasy, dean of medicine at 
the University of Calgary, 
said researchers hope to 
hear from about 500 of 


them for the study. 

“We are interested in 
those who haven’t had it 
and aren’t going, those 
who haven’t had it but 
might be going and those 
who have had it and come 
back,” Feasy said. 

The study will be used 
to determine whether to 
move forward with clinical 
trials. Zwozdesky said the 
province is prepared to 
commit a further $6 mil¬ 
lion to that if need be.

When catching a lift home, 
make sure you are taking 
the right one. 

The city issued a warn¬ 
ing about bandit taxis 
Thursday, as more than 
170 tickets have been is¬ 
sued so far this year. 

“It’s important to use 
the city cabs,” said Phil 
Fearon, the city’s chief liv¬ 
ely officer. “This is what I 
would call a crime of op¬ 
portunity.” 

Bandit taxis are unli¬ 
censed vehicles that tend 
to appear during busy 
times for the taxi industiy. 

“Bandit cabs take advan¬ 
tage during the holiday 
season,” said Balraj Man- 
has, president of the Unit¬ 
ed Cabbies Association of 
Edmonton. “They put a top 
light or meter in any per¬ 
sonal car and (hang out) in 
the entertainment district 
between midnight and 3 
a.m., especially on week¬ 
ends.” 

With holiday parties 
every weekend to salute 
the festive season and uni¬ 
versity students celebrat¬ 
ing the end of a semester, 
getting in an unlicensed 
cab is dangerous at any 
time, especially if you’ve 
been drinking and are per-

$250 for not having a taxi 
driver's licence. 

haps less inhibited, offi¬ 
cials said. 

Taxis licensed by the city 
have a front licence place 
that says “Edmonton Taxi,” 
followed by a four-digit 
number starting with the 
letter A. The driver’s li¬ 
cence should be visible in 
the vehicle, and a company 
name and phone number 
should be on the outside of 
the vehicle’s doors. 

When asked what he 
would say to those who 
would rather take the first 
ride offered than wait half 
an hour for a proper taxi, 
Fearon said it’s a tough 
call. 

“I know people that 
have done that,” he said of 
not waiting. “It’s a veiy dif¬ 
ficult call, but, think, you 
have no idea who that driv¬ 
er is.” 

Last year, 210 tickets 
were issued to bandit taxi 
drivers. 


Court denies 
Svekla appeal 



Alberta’s Court of Appeal 
has upheld the conviction 
of a prostitute killer for 
sexually assaulting a child. 

Thomas Svekla had ar¬ 
gued the ruling should be 
tossed out because the tri¬ 
al judge was biased 
against him and refused to 
grant a stay when police 
evidence was lost. 

But the Appeal Court 
said the judge 
made no er¬ 
rors in 


reaching the verdict he 
did. 

Svekla was convicted in 
March 2009 of sexually as¬ 
saulting and touching a 
five-year-old girl in 1995.

The calendar hasn't 
even flipped to 2011 
yet but the provincial 
parties are already 
busy lining up their 
election plans for an 
anticipated spring 
2012 vote.

S ure those strate¬ 
gies have worked 
for many years, 
but 2012 is going 
to be an election 
unlike any Alber¬ 
ta has seen before. Not only 
do we have a real choice for 
the first time in 20 years, 
but how you campaign has 
changed a lot in the last 40 
years. Heck, it’s changed in 
the last two years. 

The much-ballyhooed, 
game-changing Barack Oba¬ 
ma electoral campaign of

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WikiLeaks founder 
released on bail 

O Assange heads to English country mansion O Could potentially publish 
more leaked U.S. diplomatic cables O Claims to have 250,000 in reserve 



The once-elusive WikiLeaks 
founder Julian Assange was 
freed on bail Thursday as 
Sweden pushes its case for 
extradition and the United 
States considers its own 
CTiminal charges over his 
website’s release of secret 
information. 

The silver-haired Aus¬ 
tralian emerged from Lon¬ 
don’s neo-Gothic High 
Court building after a 
tense scramble to gather 
the money and signatures 
needed to free him. 

Assange — who’s been 
out of the public eye for 
more than a month — told 
supporters he would pur¬ 
sue his efforts to bring gov¬ 
ernment secrets to light. 

“It’s great to smell the 
fresh air of London again,” 
he said to cheers from out¬ 
side the court. “1 hope to 


continue my work.” 

Assange is now headed 
to Ellingham Hall, a 10- 
bedroom mansion about 
195 kilometres northeast 
of central London that be¬ 
longs to Vaughan Smith, a 
WikiLeaks supporter and 
founder of London’s Front¬ 
line Club for journalists. 

Assange will have to ob¬ 
serve a curfew, wear an 
electronic tag and report 
to police — restrictions im¬ 
posed by High Court Jus¬ 
tice Duncan Ouseley. 

WikiLeaks spokesman 
Kristinn Hrafnsson said As¬ 
sange could continue co¬ 
ordinating the publication 
of leaked U.S. diplomatic 
cables, whose publication 
has angered U.S. govern¬ 
ment officials, embar¬ 
rassed allies and nettled 
rivals, the assocuted press

Persecution a threat to world peace: 



Pope Benedict XVI said 
Thursday that Christians 
suffer more religious per¬ 
secution than any other 
gi'oup, denouncing lack of 
freedom of worship as an 
“intolerable” threat to 
world security. 

The message reflected a 
pressing concern by Bene¬ 


dict in recent months for 
the plight of Christian mi¬ 
norities in parts of the 
world, especially in the 
Middle East. 

“Sadly, the year now 
ending has again been 
marked by persecution, 
discrimination, terrible 
acts of violence and reli¬ 


gious intolerance.” Bene¬ 
dict said in the message for 
World Peace Day, celebrat¬ 
ed by the church on Jan. 1, 
but released in advance. 

He wrote that he was es¬ 
pecially thinking of Iraq. 
He singled out the “repre¬ 
hensible attack” on a Bagh¬ 
dad cathedral during Mass 


in October, killing two 
priests and more than 50 
other worshippers, as well 
as attacks on private 
homes that “spread fear 
within the Christian com¬ 
munity and (create) a de¬ 
sire on the part of many to 
emigrate in search of a bet¬ 
ter life."
